tion:

SEC. 545. REGULATIONS RELATING TO TICKETING PRAC-1

TICES AND SEAT ASSIGNMENTS FOR INDIVID-2

UALS WITH DISABILITIES. 3

Not later than 180 days after the date of the enact-4

ment of this Act, the Secretary of Transportation shall 5

prescribe or revise regulations—6

(1) to ensure that individuals with disabilities 7

receive accommodations, if requested, in ticketing 8

and pre-flight seat assignments; 9

(2) to require covered air carriers to provide 10

priority access to bulkhead seating to people with 11

disabilities who need access to the features of those 12

seats due to a disability regardless of class of service 13

of ticket purchased; and 14

(3) to ensure the right of passengers with dis-15

abilities to stow assistive devices, including medica-16

tion and medical supplies, without cost. 17
